A sam- 
pan, that was making for shelter and which 
was being rowed, was overturned immediately 
opposite the slipway and about 300 yards 
from the shore, On board that sampan 
were 3 man and his wife and four children, 
three boys, aged 2, 4 and 8 years, ‘re 
spectively, and a girl twelve years old.
